The senate committee has given in to 
the trust in the pending tariff bill. By 
some unknown means the entire Senate has 
been forced to stand and deliver to the 
trust at the expense of the American peo- 
ple. The senate proposes to tax the people 
for the benefit of the Sugar trust. The 
people must pay a toll of %, of a cent a 
pound to the sugar trust on every pound of 
Sugar they consume. They must pay it to 
protect this great American industry. In- 
cluding officers, clerks and laborers the 
various factories of the trust support 25,000 
people. Every man, woman and child of 
the 66,000,.0¥0 American people must be 
taxed 5% of a cent on every pound of sugar 
they consume to furnish this 25,000 people 
with employment and make the _ gstock- 
hoiders in the concern rich. 


The senate has already voted on this 
schedule of protection to the trust and 
adopted it, but fortunately forthe Ameri- 
can people the house has not. The house 
is against it. Once it had, by a large ma- 
jority, voted to put all sugars on the free 
list. It may do so again. Certainly it wil] 
hever agree to the enormous protection 
to the sugar trust the senate has granted 
it. The house may put a small duty on 
Sugar for revenue purposes, for it ‘is a 
revenue producing article, but unless senti- 
ment is to be changed in a night by undue 
methods it will never agree to a schedule 
that fosters a trust by taxing the

WASHINGTON GOSSIP. 


The Postofiice Appropriation Bill. 
Confirmation of Appointments, Etc. 
Washington, June 15.—Mr. Blackburn re- 

ported the postoffice appropriation bill te 

the senate today. The amount of the esti- 
mates for the year ending June 30, 1895, ag- 
gregated $90,399,485 and the house appropri- 
ated $87,240,599. The senate makes a reduc- 
tion of $4,000, leaving the appropriation, as 
carried in this bill, $87,236,599. The esti- 
mated postal revenues for 1895 are $84,424,748. 

The bill as reported is, therefore, less than 

the estimates by $3,162,885. It exceeds the 

estimated postal revenue by $2,808,851. and 
exceeds the appropriation of 1894 by $3,232,- 

285. There are but twoitems of increase— 

$1,000 for advertising and $10,000 for payment 

of rewards for detection of crimes, ete. 

The item of advertising expenses in the 

office of the first assistaat postmaster gen- 

eral is reduced $15,000. 

Mr. Sherman offered an amendment to 
the bill appropriating $100,000 for special 
facilities for the mail service between Cin- 
cinnati and Cleveland and between Cincin- 
nati and Atlanta, all of which is to be ex- 
pended at the discretion of the postmaster 
general. 

The senate today confirmed the nomina- 
tion of Campbell P. Berry, assistant United 
States treasurer at Sanfrancisco; Pendle- 
ton King, of North Carolina, chief of the 
bureau of indexes and archives in the de- 
partment of state. 

C N. Jordan, subtreasurer at New York, 
and W. L. Trenholm, ex-comptroller of the 
treasury, today addressed the house com- 
mittee on banking and currency in sup- 
port of the bill of Mr. Coombs, of New 


York, authorizing the appointment. of a 
commission to inquire into the monetary 


question and report some plan for its se- 
lection. Mr. Coombs in introducing the 


speakers said that they were the authors 
of the bill and would make a thorough 
statement concerniag it. 

In pursuance of the resolution adopted 
at the previous meeting of the committee 
on banking and currency a subcommittee 
was chosen, consisting of Messrs. Cox, 
democrat, of Tennessee; Cobb, democrat, 
of Missouri; Culberson, democrat, of Tex- 
as; Henderson, republican, of Illinois, and 
Haugen, republican, of Wisconsin. By an 
agreement reached by the members of the 
committee this subcommitsee was to con- 
sist of members who had not introduced 
general banking or currency bills, 
accounts for the fact that Chairman 
Springer, Mr. Sperry, Mr. Walker and Mr. 
Warner were not selected as a part of 
this committee. All bills relating to the 
currency and banking will be referred to 
this committee. 


HAVEMEYER STILL ON THE STAND. 


He Had but Little to Add to What He 
Had Already Said. 


Washington, June 15.—The sugar investi- 
gating committee met at 11:30 o’clock with 
Theodore Havemeyer, of the sugar trust, 
as a witness. 

Mr. Havemeyer explained that he at- 
tended to the practical affairs of the Amer- 
ican Sugar Refining Company, such as the 
manufacture of sugar and the purchase-and 
fitting of the machinery. He and Senator 
Allen had a long passage at arms over the 
attempt of the senator to bring out the al- 
leged connection of the trust and members 
of the senate. ; 

Mr. Havemeyer added nothing new to the 
facts gathered by the committee. He said 
that he knew that contributions had been 
made to political-parties, but he knew noth- 
ing concerning the details, The branch of 
the business was in the hands of Searles 
and H. O. Havemeyer. 

This afternoon the committee began its 
examination of every member of the senate 
with reference to whether they have epec- 
ulated in sugar stock; whether attempts 
were made to influence them by members 
or agents of the trust; what arguments 
were advanced to the members of the finance 
committee by the so-called conservative 
senators to secure a change in the sugar 
schedule, and in general what they know 
about the connection of the trust with the 
sugar schedule legislation. The senators 
will be summoned in alphabetical order 
after the members of the committee have 
had their turn. These, Messrs. Gray, Lind- 
say, Davis, Lodge and Allen, tookethe oath 
and gave testimony. Each answered that 
he had nothing to do with sugar specula- 
tion or with the attempts of the sugar trust 
to have the sugar schedule modified. 

The committee has drawn up a series of 
questions that are so framed that no sena- 
tor who has ever had anything to do with 
sugar stock can give @ hegat:ve answer or

STRIKERS GIVE IN. 


Thousands of Miners Expect to Go to 
Work on Monday. 


USELESS 10 ATTEMPT 10 CONTINUE I? 


The Strike Was Started When the 
Union Was Weak. 


NCW IT HAS NO MONEY ON HAND, 


Desertions Are Occurring Daily and to Try 
to Hold Out Would Mean Absolute 
Deteat—Large Coal Shipments. 


————— 


Columbus, O., June 15.—Telegrams from 
mining towns in Ohio today indicate that 
the miners are coming to think better of 
the settlement. At Nelsonville, Sand Run, 
Yorkville and Bellaire they have resolved 
to accept the settlement and go to work 
on Monday. 

President John McBride, in an interview 
published here this evening, gave to the 
public facts that will be more potent in 
inducing the miners to accept the settle- 
ment than the formal address sent out 
from the national headquarters last Tues- 
day. It shows that the miners’ organiza- 
tion undertook the strike when it was in 
a weak condition; that the strike was in 
constant danger of going to pieces through 
all its course, and that when it was ended 
it was known by the national officers that 
it was a question of compromise or utter 
defeat. 

“I stated explicitly,” said he, “in the 
Cleveland convention, when the conduct 
of the strike was placed in the hands of 
a committee, of which I was one, that 
whenever the danger line was reached I 
would favor saving all that could be saved 
rather than meet defeat with its consequent 
demoralization and disaster. For the last 
three weeks the men have only been held in 
line by the suspense occasioned through 
the holding of conventions at different 
points and-the agitation kept up by our 
board members, district presidents, organ- 
izers and other field workers, whose ex- 
penses were paid by us. Our funds were 
exhausted and we were hundreds of dollars 
in debt, and our field workers, unable to 
pay their own expenses, were compelled to 
stay at home. while from all districts came 
the cry: ‘For God’s sake, send us men or 
money to keep our men in line, or the fight 
is lost.” We could not aid them, because 
we had no money to send, and most of our 
workers had exhausted their personal 
means and were helpless to go on; and al- 
thoughsI and others have advanced money 
to keep the movement alive, if financial 
aid cannot be secured from some other 
source, the next issue of our official journal 
will be its last until money comes in—and 
to suspend publication cuts off the last re- 
liable means of communication between the 
national office and the men. 

‘‘We have dozens of men in jail and hun- 
dreds under arrest for conspiracy; among 
the latter W. B. Wilson, member of our 
national board, who, on Tuesday last, was 
arrested for the third time and taken to 
Cumberland, Md. With no money to de- 
fend these men, many of them, though 
innocent, will suffer. 

“At many mines new men were taking 
the strikers’ places, and this, with deser- 
tions from our ranks, which in one_ in- 
stance numbered 4,000 at Coal Creek, and 
with nearly 7,000 men at work in Kansas, 
10,000 out of 14,000 in Virginia and West 
Virginia and a number in mines scattered 
through other states, with the radical ele- 
ment within our ranks, openly setting aside 
our policy of peace and inaugurating a 
reign of terror, clearly indicated that we 
had not only reached the danger line, but 
were on the verge of defeat.’ 

Ohio Miners Stand Ont. 

Salinesville, O., June 15.—The miners at 
this place held 4 large mass meeting yes- 
terday and refused to go to work Monday 
at 60 cents. Resolutions were drawn up 
calling for the resignation of McBride, atid 
a vote of thanks was extended *o President 
Adams in refusing to sign the CulumbDus 
agreement. 

About half of the miners ave now getting 
ready to resume work Monday next at Cam- 
bridge at 60 cents, in the beilef that 7 
cents will be paid by next September. ‘he 
operators are cleaning out the mines and 
getting ready to start. 

An effort was made to wreck the military

To Resume Work. 

Pittsburg, Pa., June 15.—At 4:30 o’clock 
this afternoon the miners’ district conven- 
tion voted unanimously in favor of resum- 
ing work June 18th, and with the same 
vote ratified the action of the national 
officers. There were present 124 delegates, 
representing 20,000 miners. 

Bellaire, O., June 15.—Miners at Saline- 
ville, Maynard, Dillonville and Bridgeport 
today decided not to accept the 60-cent 
compromise scale and will not return to 
work until after the Columbus convention 
Tuesday. 

Coal Trains Moving. 


Massillon; O., June 15.—Since early this 
evening the Cleveland, Lorraine and Wheel- 
ing railroad has been rushing long coal 
trains northward, and the blockade, which 
has emsted for several days on the line. 
has been raised without an outbreak at 
any point. The more turbulent spirits 
among the miners have insisted that coal 
could not pass. Owing to threatened 
trouble north of here the military guard 
has been extended to Warwick and along 
the line from this point to Uhrichsville 
every bridge and trestle is heavily guarded. 

Galvin to Cross the Continent. 

Washington, June 15.—Galvin’s army of 
industrials which reached this city some 
time after Coxey’s contingent and have 
been nearly all the time at Hyamsville, 
have become weary of waiting for some- 
thing to turn up and now contemplate a 
march from here to the Pacific coast. Be- 
fore departing on their trip, however, they 
expect to present a memorial to the senate 
industrial depression committee and then 
will attempt to get a hearing, failing in 
which their views will be submitted in 
writing. The start probably will be made 
on Sunday and on the way west speeches 
will be made in favor of the theories ad- 
vocated by the Coxeyites. There are be- 
tween 150 arid 200 men. 

A Riot in Newfoundland. 

St. Johns, N. F., June 15.—A mob or- 
ganized by the Whiteway party made an 
attempt this afternoon to seize the stores 
owned by Shea & Co., agents of the Allen 
Line Steamship Company, where several 
hundred tons of goods are stored in bond. 
News of the intended attack leaked out 
at noon and the doors of the building were 
closed and the whole available police force 
was marched to the scene. The mob made 
an unsuccessful attempt to break open the

RETURNING TO WORK. 


Miners cannot Hold Out Any Longer 
«against Starvation. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., June 15.—(Special.)— 
The miners are returming to work at the 
Soddy coal mines, twelve miles from this 
city. They are on the verge of starvation, 
and consider that the Columbus compro- 
mise has settled the entire strike. They 
think that it will be @ matter of only a 
few days’ time until all the minerss in the 
East Tennessee district are at work again. 
The men are returning to the mines at the 
old scale of prices. Negroes continue to 
leave in twos and ‘threes for the Birming- 
ham district, where they expect to take the 
places of the striking miners. 
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THE MINERS AND THE MILITARY. 


A Magnanimous Spirit on the Part of 
the Latter. 

Mobile, Ala., June 15.—(Special.)—A letter 
from a prominent officer of the First regi- 
ment, now in camp at Birmingham, was 
read before the Central Trades council last 
night, in which was stated the destitute con- 
dition of the miners, and suggesting that 
Mobile should contribute toward their reMef. 
As a result the trades council ordered the 
sum of 340 from its treasury to 
be telegraphed at once’ to the miners, 
and appointed committees to solicit contri- 
butions from the eitizens to be sent to the 
miners. The committees will be at work 
the balance of the week, and hope by Satur- 
day night to have a sum to send which will 
be a credit co Mobile. , 


TwO HctNDRED MINERS KILLED 


Explosion in Mines in Si- 
lesia. 

Troppeau, Austrian Silesia, June i15.—A 
disaster involving a great loss of life is re- 
ported today from Karwin. An explosion 
of fire damp occurred last night in the Jo- 
hann and Franziska mines at that place. 
Both mines were on fire when the dispatch 
announcing the disaster was sent. The ven- 
tilator shafts were destre@ved and the fire its 
spreading in all directions, ‘ine explosion 
took place at 10 o'clock p. m., in the pit of 
the Franziska mines, and resulted in the 
death of one hundred and twenty miners 
there. This explosion was almost immedi- 
ately followed by a series of other explus- 
ions in the mines, the most disastrous of the 
latter being in the Johann pit, where 
eichty miners were killed. 

A rescue party, which descended into one 
of the pits at 5 o’clock this morning, also 
perished. 

Assistance has been sent to the scene of 
the disaster from all directions. The Jo- 
hann and Franziska mines are owned by 
Count von Larisch. 

Vienna, June 15.—A dispatch from Kar- 
win says that only twenty of the men in- 
jured .by the explosion were gotten out of 
the mines. Several of them were dying 
when brought to the surface. The rescu- 
ing party whieh was lost consisted of ten 
men. Count Larisch has been at Karwin 
Since last evening and has superintended 
the efforts to save the men and extinguish 
tne fire. In 1885 there was a fire in the 
same mines. It lasted eight days and min- 
ing experts say that this time it will con- 
tinue to burn for at least a week.

Hit HELD REVIVAL MEETINGS, 


But Found Time to Rob the Govern- 
ment and Desert His Family. 
Nyack, N. Y., June 15.—Captain Dunlap, 
an evangelist, who has been conducting re- 
vival services in Nyack for the past week, 
is under arrest. Ic is alleged that Dunlap 
embezzled several thousand dollars trom 
the government while in its employ at 
Washington. The secret service detect- 
ives, who have been following the captain 
all over the country, arrested him while he 
Was talking religious matters on the street 
to one of his converts. The evangelist 
Was handculfed and taken away on a train. 

He made no protest. 

Evangelist Vunlap came to Nyack a week 
ago, having recommendations from many 
of the principal cities of the United States. 
He heid religious services in the Young 
Men’s Christian Association building and 
subsequently under the auspices of the Wo- 
man’s Christian Temperance Union. Dun- 
lap began a spirited revival in St. Paul’s 
Methodist curch. He was a fluent and 
powerful speaker, and this, combined with 
his apparently deep earnestness, drew 
large houses at each meeting. He was in 
the midst of his success when Nyackians 
were astounded by his arrest. 

Dunlap, who is about seventy years of 
age, claims to be an eX+sea captain. He 
said his wife and family were dead. Be- 
fore coming to Nyack he had been con- 
ducting revivals in different parts of the 
country. He*made engagements to preach 
at Spark Hill and Sing Sing next week 
after his work here was finished. Since 
his arrest it has been discovered that he 
endeavored to forge a check for $100 on a 
prominent citizen. Detective Mannister said 
the captain deserted his aged wife and 
grown up family in Washington. It has 
been learned that he went away with an- 
other woman, whom he also deserted in 
Si. Louis.

NOT MUCH GOLD IS BEING SHIPPED. 


Next Week the Coal Miners Return 
to Work. 


THE FACTORIES GAN THEN START UP. 


Production of Cotton Goods This Year 
Has Not Fallen off Much—Greater 
Activity in the W est. 


New York, June 15.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade tomorrow will say: 
“The strike of bituminous coal miners will 
end Monday, wherever the authority and 
advice of their general organization can 
end it, and there is little room to doubf that 
the coal famine will then begin to abate. 
Some time must elapse, however, before 
Supplies of fuel will enable all works to 
resume that have no other reason for sus- 
pending production. Meanwhile the de- 
mand for products is so slack that it seems 
questionable whether as many hands will 
find employment before the end of June as 
were employed in April. The actual out- 
put of pig iron weekly June ist, was only 
62,517 tons, against 126,732 April last, and 
174,029 a year ago, but the reduction of 
248,552 tons in unsold stocks indicates that 
& Quantity nearly double the output has 
been taken for consumption. If there were 
orders to continue manufacture at that 
rate resumption of over two-thirds of the 
full capacity of works would not be long 
delayed. But the eastern demand is, on 
the whole, disappointingly small, and in 
the central region the termination of the 
coke strike is essential, but not yet as- 
Sured. At the west a larger demand and 
greater activity appear, and a heavy busi- 
ness is likely to follow. the removal of 
the obstruction. The Woolen mills are 
closing rapidly. It is assesrted that scarce- 
ly any have orders to occupy them beyond 
July ist in men’s wear, but in the demand 
for dress goods a Somewhat better tone is 
perceived. 

“Further concessions have not enlarged 
the demand for cotton goods, and the re- 
cent report that production has been close 
to last year’s, is said to be based upon re- 
turns from only the more fortunate mills, 
That goods are accumulating is evident, 
but sales. have been distinctly improved 
with the weather. 

“Exports of domestic products in May 
Showed a decrease in al] the principal 
classes excepting provisions, the aggregate 
being $37,823,712, against $44,341,443 iasts year, 
but more than $5,000,000 of the decrease in 
value is found to be due to the fall in 
prices. Exports from New York for two 
weeks of June have been 7 per cent larger 
in value than last year, while imports at 
this point have been 18 per cent smaller. 

“Comparison of exchanges with last year 
a¥ene are no longer Instructive, but. the 
daily payments through the principal clear- 
ing houses for the first half of June, have 
averaged $128,260,000, against $162,700,000 last 
year, and $171,100,000 for 1892. Owing to 
the fall in prices about this time last year 
comparatively little of the difference in 
the value of payments ean now be at- 
tributed to the difference in prices of com- 
modities, but it cannot be judged how 
much may be owing to the strikes and their 
consequences. 

“Gold exports have diminished to $2,250,- 
000 for the week, and sales of foreign ex- 
change to mature about the end of July 
indicate some borrowing from Europe 
against products to be exported. A little 
more commercial paper from jobbers is 
also found by the banks, but the flood of 
money from the interior has not ceased, 
though the time for moving crops draws 
near. 

‘‘While business is narrow, it is com- 
paratively free from losses by failure, 
for the Habilities reported in failures for 
the first week in June were only $2,507,228, 
of which $476,118 were of manufacturing 
and $1,872,261 of trading concerns. The ag- 
gregate liabilities thus far reported in fail- 
ures in May were but $13,514,760, of which 
$5,146,025 were of manufacturing and $6,912,- 
$02 of trading concerns. The number of 
failures this week has been 232 in the 
Tinited States, against 316 last year, and 
40 in Canada, against 34 last year.” 


Bradstreet’s Trade Review. 


New York, June 15.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row. will say: ‘“The practical arrival of the 
midsummer season and the usual slacken- 
ing of business, extreme heat and need of 
rain in northwestern and southwestern 
states, continued uncertainty as to the tariff 
pre*enting merchants from anticipating de- 
mands next fall, together with the large 
number of idle wage earners in industrial 
mining and other lines, all combine to pro- 
duce continued dullness in business. Gen- 
eral trade is stagnant at Buffalo, and at 
Philadelphia the textile industries report a 
sluggish demand, although sales of paints 
and glass are in fair volume, and anthra- 
cite coal sells for a little more. Baitimore 
merchants report extreme conservatism on 
the part of both buyers and sellers, and 
trade very dull. 

In the south there are five cities at which 
merchants ace said to have enjoyed some 
improvement in business. Jacksonville de- 
clares collections are better, and at New 
Orleans and Memphis demand for staple 
goods is increased in groceries and dry 
goods. Nashville regards the outlook for 
fall improved, but admits rain is needed. 
At the manufacturing centers, Atlanta and 
Augusta, mills are reported fairly active. 
Needed rains in sduthern Texas are said 
to have stimulated demand from jobbers at 
many points. The fruit movement in south- 
ern Alabama has fallen off, as has the de- 
mand for hard ware at Mobile. Rain is bad- 
ly needed in portions of Georgia. while at 
many points throughout the south Atlantic 
and gulf states, there is no change from 
the previously reported dull trade.

Washington, June 15.—The southern busi- 
ness conference, to be held at the Fifth 
Avenue hotel, in New York, next Thursday, 
beginning at li o'clock, gives promise of 
momentous results. It is now expected 
that every great business interest, every 
city of importance, every board of trade 
and every transportation company, will be 
present by notable representatives, equal 
in character to the striking list of New 
Yorkers, who have joined in the call for 
a business talk. No speeches will be made. 
Cold business only will occupy the meeting. 

In addition to the purely commercial and 
industrial representatives present from the 
south, Senator Patrick Walsh and Secre- 
taries Hoke Smith and Herbert expect to 
attend, while Governor Northen has been 
urged by a numerously signed telegram 
from New York to be present and to preside 
at the gathering. 

It is believed that ways and means will 
be devised at this meeting for an immediate 
fund of $250,000 to give ty 


bringing into it millions of new capital, 
Many new industries and desirable immigra- 
tion. 

If this gathering is successful a new era 
of enterprise, progress and profit awaits 
thg south. It is estimated that the s'gners

DEFEATED AGAIN. 


The Deceased Wife's Sister Bill Fails 
in the House of Lords. 
London, June 15.—The earl of iunraven 
moved, in the house of lords, today, the 
second reading of the deceased ‘vife’s sis- 
ter bill. He said that the experience of tne 
United States and Canada, which did not 
forbid a man marrying his deceased wife's 
sister, was a sufficient refutation of the ob- 
jections of the bishops. It was a hardship 
and a cause of expense that a- man, to 
marry his deceased wife's sister and legiti- 
mize his children by her, :nust go abroad 

to have the ceremony performed, 

Lord Herschel, the lord chancellor, spoke 
in favor of the bill. The archbishop of Can- 
terbury and Lords Selborne and Ludley 
spoke against it. The bill was lost by a 
vote of 129 to 120. The prince of Wales, 
Lord Rosebery and most of the liberals sup- 
ported the bill. Lord Rosebery, the duke of 
Norfolk, most of the other tories and some 
twenty bishops opposed it. 


THEY SHOUTED AND SHRIEKED. 


Wild Scenes in the Italian Chamber 
of Deputies. 

Rome, June 15.—In the chamber of depu- 
ties today Signor Imbriand, leader of the 
radicals, denounced the action of the gov- 
ernment in decorating the officer who gave 
the order to fire upon the moters at Santa 
Marina, Sicily. Concluding a violent speech, 
Signor Imbriand, turning toward General 
Mocenni, minister of war, cried: 

“After such a bestowal of a badge of 
merit | would throw my medals in General 
Mocenni’s face.”’ 

The wildest tumult followed this affair. 
Members rushed hither and thither, srout- 
ing, shrieking and cursing, and in several 
cases personal collisions ensued in which 
blows were exchanged. 


The Chinese Plague. 

London, June $%.—The British Medical 
Journal has received the following tele- 
gram from Hong-Kong: ‘‘The plague has 
ail the symptoms of true bubonic pest, 
which ravaged Europe in the middle ages 
and which is described by Defoe. The only 
Europeans who were affected were ten 
soldiers who were employed in the work of 
disinfecting the native quarters. One of 
them has died.” 


An Anarchist Threat. 

Rome, June 15.—During the trial of Signor 
Tanicngo today a letter signed by anar- 
chists was circulated in the courtroom 
threatening the jurors with death if they 
acquitted Tanlongo. The letter says that 
since Deputy de Felice and other children 
of the people have been condemned, capital- 
ists must not be treated with leniency. The 
concluding sentence of the letter says: “We 
know your addresses.’’ 


DID NOT SHOW ENTHUSIASM. 


Kolbites and Populists Said te Be 
Looking Unhappy. 
Birmingham, Aia., June 15.—(Special.)— 
The members of ;the executive committee 
of the Kolbite-Populist combine held a 
meeting here yesterday in their headquar- 
ters, which was largely attended by all 
the candidates of the state ticket. The 
session was a long and tedious one, in 
which speech-making was the principal 
feature, There was not as much enthusi- 
asms as has been prevalent at the meet- 
ings heretpfore, and nearly every commit- 
teeman, as well as candidates, wore a wor- 
ried look. The fact of the business is they 
looked as if they were about to give up 
the ghost and haul in their political signs. 
There seemed to be general dissatisfaction 
prevalent. Things didn’t run as smoothly 
as they did at-the convention. They adopt- 
ed a set of resolutions which, in the main, 
were the same old stereotyped ones, un- 
der a new cover and intended for a new 
purpose. As was expected they severely 
criticised Governor Jones for ordering the 
State troops into encampment at Ensley. 
The republican state executive commit- 
tee also met yesterday afternoon and en- 

dorsed the Kolb ticket. 


WORSE THAN RUSSIAN BARBARITY. 


A Convict Dies from the Effects of 
the Lash. 

Houston, Tex., June 15.—Robert New- 
some and Ben Mayes, overseers cn Kopp’s 
convict farm, are held for murder. On May 
22d a tramp painter named Dunn was sent 
to the farm to work a fine. Dunn com- 
plained of being sick, but was stripped and 
whipped for forty minutes. in the same 
afternoon he was again whipped by the 
Same guards and beaten with a pistol cn 
the head. He was compelled, though sick, 
to keep up with the gang in the fivld. That 
night he fell exhausted on the porch. A 
negro convict was ordered to drag him into 
the house and Dunn soon died. Necthing 
was done in the case until a -eleased con- 
vict came to town and exposed the locrrible 
state of affairs prevailing on the farm, 
There is great indignation and the convict 
question is being fully investigated. 


ASCRIBED TO HYDROPHOBIA, 


A Boy who Was Bitten by a Mad Dog 
Dies. 

Birmingham, Ala., June 15.—(Special.)— 
Eddie Dunn, the thirteen-year-old son of 
Thomas Dunn, an Alabama Great South- 
ern car inspector, died here last night un- 
der rather mysterious circumstances. About 
four months ago the boy was bitten by a 
dog supposed tu be mad. Nothing peculiar 
in the boy’s actions was noticed until yes- 
terday when he began acting rather queer. 
Late last night he suddenly began vomit- 
ing and also barked like a dog. The 
vomit was examined by an expert, but 
so far nothing has developed that shows 
conclusively that the boy's death was 
really from hydrophobia. However, it is 
generally conceded that hydrophobia was 
the cause of his death.

Nashville, Tenn., June 15.—Special.)—The

The Richmond and Danville Sold Yester- 
day by the Courts. 


A NEW COMPANY TO BE FORMED. 


Mr. Samuel Spencer Will Probably Be 
President—The New York Meeting. 
Other Railroad News. 


| Richmond, Va., June 15.—(Special.)—The 
Richmond and Danville railroad was today 
sold under a decree of the United States 
circuit court, to Messrs. C. H. Coster and 
A. J. Thomas, a purchasing committee of 
the Drexel, Morgan & (Co. reorganization 
committee. Their: bid was $2,030,000. The 
foreclosure and sale were under the third 
mortgage and subject to the gold debent- 
ure and equipment mortgage. The sale 
was immediately confirmed by the court, 
and this act constituted the reorganization 
committee a corporation under a charter 
Granted by the legislature. The commit- 
tee will meet here Monday and reorganize 
the road, giving it the name of the South- 
ern Railway Company. 

The parties in interest are reticent as 
to who wils be the officers of the new cor- 
poration, but it comes very Straight that 
Mr. Samuel Spencer will be made president. 

The reorganization committee became a 
corporation under the charter granted by 
the legislature as soon as the sale was con- 
firmed. It is understood that their policy 
will be to purchase outright such lateral 
lines as they may think desirable and get rid 
of all dead wood. The reorganization com- 
mittee holds all the third mortgage bonds 
except fourteen, and practically the float- 
ing debt, the aggregate amount being a 
little upwards of $5,000,000. All the pro- 
ceedings before Judge Goff were in cham- 
bers, and there was no opposition to con- 
firming the sale. 


. 


Southern Railway and Steamship As- 
sociation. 

New York, June 15.—The convention took 
up the consideration today of a new associ- 
ation agreement. The latter consists of 
twenty-three articles. Six of them were 
considered and passed. One of the most 
important articles was in regard to the 
continuance of the association as a body. 
This was passed unanimously. It is not 
within the range of possibilities, however, 
that there will be any restoration of rates 
until the new agreement goes into effect 
on August Ist. 

The convention took a recess at 1:45 
o'clock until 3 o’clock. 

Among other things considered at the 
forenoon session of the body was the charge 
that the Mobile and Ohio was carrying 
many times more freight into the associa- 
tion’s territory than its competing line, the 
Illinois Central. It was not established, 
however, that this was owing to reduced 
rates; but the matter will be investigated. 

When the convention adjourned at- 5:45 
o'clock today Commissioner Stahlman 
voiced the sentiment of the convention 
when he said that no final adjournment 
wiuld be reached until Wednesday, and 
possibly Thursday, of next week. It was 
expected when the convention met yester- 
day that the work would be completed to- 
day, but it soon developed that an agree- 
ment could not be reached without consid- 
erable discussion, if at all. 


of the twenty-six articles of agreement had 
been considered. In almost every case 
they differ from similar articles in last 
year’s agreement. Representatives of the 
various lines were unanimous in demanding 
a larger proportion of the business than 
has formerly. been allowed them, and it 
is understood the officials of the Louisville 
and Nashville railroad were the most per- 
sistent in their efforts to secure the lion’s 
share of the traffic for their company.

Wilson read, after which a resolution was 
adopted authorizing the directors to take 
the whole matter in charge and make the 
best terms they can with the reorganization 
committee, the idea being that if the com- 
mittee is in a position to buy, a trade can 
be quickly made. It is stated that there 
is every indication that the stocholders will 
get a guarantee of 5 per cent dividend on 
the stock. After adjournment of the stock- 
holders’ meeting a secret meeting of the 
directors was held.

The Treasury Gold. 
At this writing the gold reserve in 
the treasury is something less. than 
$67,000,000, which is about the point it 
touched in February when Mr. Carlisle 
announced that a bond issue was ab- 
solutely necessary to keep the hulk of 
the treasury above water. 
ut there seems to be a different 
state of feeling among the treasury 
officials at this time. That is to say, 
the newspaper correspondents who 
make a specialty of treasury department 
news, say that everything is serene 
there on account of a confident feeling 
among the officials that the gold exports 
must soon cease and that the. tariff 
measure will soon become a law, thus 
putting an end to the uncertainty. But 
we have sometimes observed that these 
correspondents of the financial papers 
deem it their duty occasionally to sup- 
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press the facts in order that no wave 
of trouble may roll over the sensitive 
souls that are close enough to the sub- 
treasury in New York to make a run 
on if. 

In spite of the caution of the corre- 
spondents, therefore, we deem it our 
duty to say that if a bond issue was im- 
perative last February it is imperative 
now, and we do not believe it was neces- 
sary then. Behind the scenes in Wall 
street and in Washington, every prepar- 
ation is made, and it is only necessary 
now to prepare the outside public for 
the inevitable. 

Asa matter of fact the gold exporting 
record was broken during the merry 
month of May, when the treasury was 
rvided for $52,000,000—a larger sum by 
million of dollars than was ever 
paid out of the people’s treasury ,before 
in the history of the government. Those 
who are fond of working their jaws may 
chew on this cud. Very little has been 
said about this, and, in fact, Wall street 
has betrayed no sort of emotion over the 
heavy export of gold that has been 
going on recently, although when the 
money power was conspiring to repeal 
the Sherman law without — substitute 
legislation, the export of gold, due to 
perfectly natural conditions, Wall street 
had violent hysterics every day.

even if we measure it by the arguments 
employed by the gold trust. 

There is another fact in regard to the 
exports of gold that may be _ interest- 
ing to the casual reader, to-wit: The 
silver notes have played no part in the 
recent raid that has been made on the 
treasury. Greenbacks have been paid in 
for the gold, and everything has been 
Why? Because it will be with- 
in the law to issue bonds to replenish 
the gold reserve that has been depleted 
to redeem the greenbacks. Therefore, 
the new issue of bonds will be made 
for the purpose of redeeming green- 
backs.

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The Wiman Case, 

The developments in the case of 
Erastus Wiman will doubtless surprise 
and shock thoustiinds of people who 
have had confidence in the defendant 
for many years. 

The most damaging thing against 
Wiman was his own letter to Mr. Dun, 
of Dun’s Commercial Agency, in which 
he admitted that he had fraudulently 
signed the name of FB. W. Bullinger to 
two checks of the firm made payable to 
Bullinger’s order. Wiman said that he 
had no excuse to make, but for the sake 
of his wife and children and his long 
service to Dun he begged the latter to 
overlook his offense and take no legal 
steps against him. 

The reading of this letter in court pro- 
duced a tremendous effect. It clinched 
the case against the defendant, but his 
lawyer bitterly denounced the prosecu- 
tion, and claimed that his client was a 
soft-hearted fool, who had built up 
Dun’s fortune. He declared that Wi- 
man had served Dun for forty years 
and was not guilty of any intentional 
crime, and that the prosecution was in- 
Stigated by an enemy of Wiman’s, who 
had poisoned Dun’s mind against him. 

It is admitted that Dun is mainly in- 
debted to Wiman for his present pros- 
perity, but it is very evident that he 
presumed upon his friendly relations 
With his employer,- and was guilty of 
great irregularities in financial matters, 
although it does not appear that he in- 
tended to defraud anybody. I’riendship 
and finance do not run together these 
days. 
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More Money Needed, 

A writer in The Chicago Times sums 
up thirty years of our financial history 
in the following: 

The amount of money in circulation at 
the close of the war in 1865 was $2, 000,000,000, 
or $50 for every man, woman and child. 
Since then our population has increased 
30,000,000 of people, and we have in actual 
circulation today among the people only 
$500,000,000, or $1,200,000,000 less than in 1865. 
This criminal contraction of money with 
a4 continual increase of people is the cause 
of falling prices. In 1865 there was $50 
per capita in circulation, and everything 
was hope and joy. There was no idleness, 
no despair. Prices for everything were 
E00d. The poorest laborer could promise 
his provision merchant $10 on Saturday 
night ana keep his promise. There was 
five times as much money in circulation 
then as now, and only a little more than 
halt the population. The greater portion 
of the money was treasury notes, which 
General Grant said at the time was the 
“best currency that our country had ever 
possessed,”’ and “that there were no more 
in circulation than was needed for the dull- 
est season of the year.’”’ Peace and plenty 
had come and the world of trade and -om- 
merce was booming, and new hope drove 
away the scars of war and the tears of 
sorrow. The cause, therefore, of present 
deplorable conditions is want of money. 
There is one certain and prompt remedy 
and that is on increase of currency. This 
will cause industry to prosper and prices 
19 go up, with immediate demands for la- 
bor. Trade will be active, civilization will 
advance, and the whole country will be 
prosperous and happy. 

Whatever quibbling there may be 
over figures, these statements in the 
main are correct. A larger volume of 
sound currency will give us better 
prices, and it has been demonstrated 
that we can make treasury notes, silver 
and state bank notes safely and satis- 
factorily serve the people as a circulat- 
ing medium, either with or without 
gold. 

Prices have fallen, trade and industry 
have suffered and millions have been 
thrown out of employment simply be- 
cause our financial legislation has been 
dictated by English capitalists and our 
moneyed men who want to see money 
scarce and dear, so that each dolar of 
their incomes will command more and 
more of labor and its products. The cure 
is to reverse our financial policy and 
return to the old system under which 


the country enjoyed such general pros- 


perity. In this country there is no 
danger of issuing too much currency. 
The people would soon call a halt. They 
want a safe currency, but they do not 
want a standard dollar that increases 


| its purchasing power every year, and 


rakes the debtor pay more than he 
awes, while the toiler cannot get the 
value of his labor and its products. 


A Case of Blind Justice. 

According to The New York Recorder, 
Judge Gaynor is too careless and reck- 
less in his methods. He admits that 
he sometimes signs papers without read- 
ing them, when they are presented by 
reputable lawyers. 

The admission came out when several 
election officials were fined $250 each. 
They protested, and the judge denied 
that he had imposed the fines. Then 
he was confronted with his own order, 
and he said that he had signed it with- 
out reading it. 

Now, what is to be done about it? 
Will the fines be collected? Here is a 
judge who was taken from an humble 
place at the bar and elevated to a 
$15,000 -place on the bench, where he 
signs orders which mean fine or im- 
prisonment, without reading them, sim- 
ply because he is asked to do so by re- 
putable lawyers! 

Judge Gaynor should sign one more 

paper—his resignation of his high office. 
He has no business on the bench. 
\ Editor J. A. Hall, who is now at the 
head of The Rome Tribune under the new 
management, is a young journalist who 
has already made his mark on the state 
press. His editorials and his articles in a 
lighter vein show talent of a high order, 
and his readers have good reason to re- 
gard him as one of the coming men in 
Georgia journalism. 
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EDITORIAL COMMENT. 

Experiments to determine the influence 
of electricity upon the growth of plants 
have shown remarkable results. An ap- 
paratus consisting of poles connected by 
wires for condensing atmospheric electric- 
ity over an inclosed area was arranged. 
The ordinary grain crops grow Within the 
inclosure showed an increase of from 28 to 
o6 6per cent. All other crops were in- 
creased in proportion. The scientist who 
conducted the experiments also tried the 
effect of electrifying seeds before planting 
and found that when they were subjected 
to the current for only two minutes the ra- 
pidity of their growth was nearly doubled. 

“Cold tea’ has gradually gone out of 
fashion as the prevailing senate tipple since 
Thurman, Edmunds and their contempor- 
aries have retired to private life, and is 
now little heard of. The order most fre- 
quently given now by the senators when 
they flee for a few moments from the 
dreary tariff talk to seek the consolation 
that the restaurant grants is ‘pepper and 
milk,’’ and since the warm weather began, 
this somewhat mystifying order has been 
whistled down the tube fifty times a day. 
A senator who does not drink, but who had 
heard the mysterious name called out fre- 
quently, was curious the other day to see 
what the concoction was, and on investi- 
gation he found that it was simply Pepper’s 
whisky and milk, which has now come to 
be the popular senate drink. 

The Rt. Rev. Hugh Miller Thompson, 
bishop of Mississippi, recently visited the 
north to preach the commencement sermon 
at Lehigh university. He told a New York 
reporter regarding lynching in the south. 
“On this subject there is but one opinion 
in Mississippi. The people lynch for one 
thing, and one thing only. When it comes 
to such a pass that a girl six years ‘old 
cannot go from one neighbor’s house to an- 
other without danger of being carried away 
and torn to pieces by some negro brute, 
what else can we do? ‘There have been so 
many terrible cases. I must say, too, that 
in all the years I have lived in the south 
I have never Known of a doubtful lynching. 
The negroes ,when caught, always confess 
or are absolutely identified. The laws are 
slow, the jails are full and the lawyers are 
banded together to defeat justice, as they 
always are. The offense is a capital one 
all over the south. So the people save de- 
lay by simply resuming their natural sov- 
ereignty delegated by them to the courts 
and hang the criminal.’”” Bishop Thompson 
is one of the ablest minds in the Episcopal 
church in the south. He was born in Ire- 
land, and was for many years editor of 
The New York Churchman.

Florida is making a fine health record. 
The state board of health’s official bulletin 
for April shows that only 292 persons died 
in Florida during that month. If it is an 
average month the total deaths for a year 
would be 3,504. This would be less than ten 
per 1000, and, as The Jacksonville Times- 
Union says, would make a showing of 
healthfulness for the state that could 
scarcely be equaled by any other state in 
the union. Consumption carried off more 
people than any other one disease, the 
number being thirty-nine, It would hardly 
be fair to charge up all of the deaths from 
consumption to Florida, inasmuch as con- 
sumptives from all over the country go 
there in the hope of being restored 10 
health or benefited. However, as the deaths 
occur there, they have to go into the official 
record. Pneumonia followed consumption 
with twenty-seven victims, and was tollow- 
ed by heart disease, with seventeen victims. 
In the whole state there were only two 
deaths from cholera infantum. Two children 
died from croup and seven from convul- 
sions. Of the whole number of deaths, eight- 
ty-two were of children under five years 
old. Only eighteen persons died of fevers 
of any kind. uf the number of persons dy- 
ing forty-six were over sixty years old, 
twenty-seven were over seventy-six, nine 
were over eighty, two were over ninety 
and one over one hundred. Four died of 
senile decay. This showing proves the idea, 
now gradually disappearing, that Florida 
is an unhealthy state to Le without founda- 


j tion in fact.

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CAMPAIGNING IN GEORGIA. 


The Augusta Herald reflects the senti- 
ments of very many Georgians when it 
says: 

“The Macon Telegraph has made any 
number of friends in Augusta during the 
present campaign. We are sorry to say 
that today those who had begun to admire 
the paper have suddenly come to ad- 
versely criticise it. This is because of 
editorials in that paper yesterday. Whether 
Atkinson or Evans carries Bibb, The Tele- 
graph will never be forgiven. It has taken 
undue and unfair advantage. It is almost 
impossible, in so short a time, for it or 
any one else to correct its unfairness. 
There are those who agree that the present 
state campaign did not warrant sugh a 
measure. 

“In his speech in Macon Monday night 
General Evans said that to defeat him be- 
cause he had not the ability or worthiness 
to be governor would be all right. He did 
not believe that the fact that he had been 
a confederate general alone made him com- 
petent to be governor. But if it were ad- 
mitted that he had the ability, and was 
worthy to be governor, and then to defeat 
him simply because he had been a general— 
if this was done, then he wanted no flowers 
put on his grave on Memorial Day. The 
Macon Telegraph has distorted this state- 
ment into an assertion that General Evans 
said if he was beaten for governor he want- 
ed no flowers on his grave when the 
memory of confederates was being ob- 
served. And on this contortion of state- 
ment it has based a scathing article. The 
man who wrote this and the paper that 
printed it knew that wrong to a political 
end was being done. 

“Another unfair thing for a paper that 
once stood so high is for The Telegraph to 
permit a tel“grapic statement in its columns 
that Atlanta had ordered torchlights to 
celebrate Evans’s victory in Bibb, and 
made it prominent by editorial discussion.

The Money Power. 
From The New York Times. 

We should like to know whether the sena- 
tors of both parties who are responsible for 
the shameless bargain just carried out in 
the senate realize what a tremendous argu- 
ment they have been putting in the hands 
of the so-called populists in their mad at- 
tack upon property and upon the principles 
of legislation that form the basis of prop- 
erty in all civilized nations. The populists’ 
cry is one of blind anger against the money 
power. They say that men having control 
of large masses of capital combine to op- 
press and rob those who have no capital, 
and they demand that the government—the 
one all-powerful corporation, whose control 
of wealth is unlimited—shall lay its strong 
hand on the corporations that represent the 
money power, and compel them not only to 
desist from their robbery and oppression, 
but to make some restitution of the fruits 
of their past evil-doing. This they seek 
in two ways; first, by destroying what 
they regard as a monopoly of money 
through the creation of an unlimited sup- 
ply of currency, and, second, by putting 
the boundless credit of the government 
at the service of the common people 
through easy loans. 

Obviously the basis of this whole mov@ 


ment is the assumption that the money 
power exists. You may prove as con 
clusively as the human reason permits 
that, granting the existence of the evil, 
the remedies are not only inadequate, but 
are sure to work more harm than the evil 
itself, but so long as you give the popu- 
lists fair ground for believingin the sinister 
influence of the money power, you cannot 
convert them from their ways of dealing 
with it. AND THE SENATE HAS JUST 
BEEN GIVING THE MOST UNANSWER- 
ABLE EVIDENCE THAT THAT MIB- 
CHIEVOUS POWER EXISTS AND THAT 
IT IS DANGEROUSLY STRONG. Con- 
sider for a moment the situation. For the 
last four years the sugar trust has been 
able, by the special favors granted it by 
the republican congress of 189, to make 
large dividends on a capital at least two 
thirds of which was arbitrary and in & 
serious sense fictitious. During the past 
year the trust paid an average profit of 6 
per cent on a nominal capital of $75,000,000, 
of which, at a conservative estimate, only 
£15,000,000 represented actual property, and 
at a liberal éstimate $25,000,000. On the lat- 
ter estimate, in a year when the average 
American was fortunate if he made both 
ends meet, the trust made profits of 45 per 
cent. A large part of this was due solely 
to the legislation which imposed a fine on 
competition with the trust, and every 
dollar so made came out of the carnings 
of consumers. 

Now when congress met, bent on putting 
an end to this abominable abuse, the house, 
negiecting, as we think, the interests of 
the treasury, but quite just toward the 
trust, took all duties from sugar. The Dill 
went to the senate. A few democratic 
senators—no one knows exactly how many 
—were induced to stand out for a protective 
tax on refined sugar. The republicans were 
ready to do anything that would leave to 
the trust the present duty. The demo- 
cratic leaders, in despair lest all tariff re 
form should fail, conceded the terms of the 
highwaymen senators, and the bill now 
not Only gives this protective duty to the 
Sugar trust, but leaves the present duty 
untouched for six months, with the rich 
opportunity to escape duty for all the 
Sugar to be bought in that time. If this 
be not proof that there is a money power 
that can override popular sentiment ané 
Party pride and interest, and outrage jus 
tice and decency, we are at a loss to know 
what would be such proof. When the demo- 
cratic party goes to the polls this fall it 
will face in many doubtful districts 4 
populist party holding the balance of 
power.

An Important Feature in the Case of 
Mr. Ed McCandless. 


IT WILL COME UP NEXT MONDAY, 


How the Attempt to Discharge the Case 
Will Be Made~W hat the Other 
Side Will Have to Say.

Monday will probably bring new devel- 
opments in the McCandless case. The at- 
torneys for both sides are sharpening their 
Steels preparing for the tilt to come, the 
defense getting in shape to make a desper- 
ate effort to have the whole case discharg- 
ed, and the prosecution to strenuously re- 
Bist such an attempt. 

During the last term of the United States 
court, just after the trial and conviction of 
Redwine, a formal demand was made by 
Mr. McCandless through his attorneys for 
an immediate trial. At that time a rush 
of other court matter and the fact that the 
counsel for the prosecution had had no time 
for preparation, prevented a hearing of the 
case. but a record of the demand was 
placed upon the minutes of the court. 

Since that demand several requests have 
been made for a trial by Mr. McCandless. 
It is upon the first demand, however,that the 
argument for dismissal will be based Mon- 
day. As interpreted by his attorneys, the 
law requires that if a formal demand is 
made upon a court for the trial of the de- 
fendant and that trial does not take place 
within that term or the next term of court, 
then the case should be dismissed. They will 
Present the fact that a demand has been 
made and duly entered and that ever since 
the trial of Redwine Mr. McCandless has 
been ready and eager for a hearing. 

Upon the other hand the attorneys for the 
Government will contend that there is no 
law concerning demand in the United States 
court. They acknowledge that in the state 
court there is a provision requiring the 
dismissal of the defendant after a for- 
mal demand during the preceding term of 
court, but argue that there is nothing in 
the ted: ral code concerning a discharge on 
demand. 

Mvch interest centers upon the decision 
which will be rendered by Judge Newman 
in regard to the matter. If the funds in 
the United States court were suft'cient for 
trying the case, Mr. McCandless would come 
up Monday for regular tri ut owing 
to this deficiency the hearing has been post- 
poned until the first day in the fall session. 

The result of Monday's argument will be 
watched with interest. 


INVES'TIGATING THE MURDER. 


The Grand Jury Was in Session Yese 
terday but Returned No Bills. 
The grand jury was in session again yes- 
terday and a number of witnesses to give 
testimony in the Lilly murder case were be- 
fore it. All the evidence, from what could 
be learned, tended towards implicating the 
negro, Bob Hawkins. The testimony against 
Lilly was by young Walter Smith. He 
testified that he had seen Fred Lilly take 
the paper collar, worn by Hawkins, out 
in the floor near the body of his mother. 
An important witness against Hawkins 
was Jesse Gossett, who saw two men, 
about 10 o’clock on the night of the mur- 
der, and one of them had a bundle, and 
that he recognized Hawkins the next morn- 
ing. Another witness against Hawkins, 
Mr. T. 5S. Sneed, testified that Hawkins’s 
Supper was not eaten, though Hawkins has 
Stated that he ate supper. J. W. Adair 
testified that Hawkins came to tell him 
about the murder and that the negro acted 
in a very excited manner, and said that 
the house had been rummaged, because he 
had lit a match and looked through the 
house. The two little girls of Mr. Sneed 
testified that they had come to the house 
and that there appeared to be some one 
quarreling. The testimony in regard to the 
quarrel was given by Ola Sneed, who went 
into Mrs. Lilly’s house. Detective Cason 
was present at the inquiry and testified, re-

How to Camp Out. 


All things considered, there is no more 
healthful way of Spending a vacation than 
camping out. Roys in particular enjoy the 
freedom of camp life. 

Four make a good camping party. Une 
of the number should be chosen captain, 
This is a responsible position, and the per- 
son elected to fill it must have good com- 
mon sense and plenty of tact. if he pos- 
Sesscs some practical ‘knowledge of camp 
life all the better. The boys may act as 
captain in rotation. 

The outfit need not be expensive. The 
writer has camped out when his entire out- 
fit, strapped on his Saddle, consisted of a 
rubber and an army blanket, hatchet, hunt- 
ing knife, gun, ammunition, a tin cup and 
@ tightly corked bottle filled ‘with matches. 
The more simple the outfit the more in- 
genuity required in making a comfortable 
camp. 

Th: first thing to think of is a suitable 
shelter. Tents with poles, guy ropes, pegs 
and everything necessary for putting up 
cost from $6 to $30. For $9 a “wedge” tent, 
nine feet square and nine feet high, may 
be bought, and for $l4 a United States army 
hospital tent. 

While a tent is always best when ob- 
tainable, it is not absolutely necessary. A 
very comfortable hut may be built by se- 
curely fastening four Saplings in the ground 
@s corner posts, leaving the Stubs of the 
branches when trimming down. On these 
stubs lay cross-pieces reaching from one 
corner post to the other. Fill in the inter- 
venting space by thatching Closely with well- 
leaved branches. 

Canvas couches, which fold into a very 
Small space, cost but $1. Beds, however, 
may be made of fine branches on a frame- 
work of sticks. The branches should be 
covered witha laver of a foot thick of leaves 
or pine needles, or, better, hemlock boughs. 
This kind of bed Should always be covered 
With a rubber blanket (the rubber side 
down) to prevent dampness coming through. 

Portable stoves, with a full set of cook- 
ing utensils, cost from $6 to $12, and are 
convenient, The camp kettle, Sw nging 

pod of poles, was in use long 
before portable stoves were invented, and, 
if money is an object, may be clung to still. 
A good oven may be made from flat stones, 
Build three walls, a foot high, with them, 
and cover the top with a large stone Slab, 
leaving space at the back for the smoke to 
escape. The front must be open to keep up 
the fire and to create a draught.

Little readers would not know without 
being told what manner of country it is 
that give the nanre of “Wilderness” to 
Grant's first great Dattle with Lee, Upon 
a& part of this same battlefield there had 
been some terrible fighting once before— 
it was called the battle of Chancellorsviile, 
this first fight, and it was there that Stone- 
wall Jackson received the deadly wounds. 

Chancellorsville was a little settlement 
just on the edge of a great pine wilderness— 
& great old “tavern” being the most promi- 
nent thing of the town—if it rose to the 
dignity of a town. These pines did not 
Srow tall and slim, as our Georgia pines, 
but limbs reached close down to the ground 
and spread into tangled meshes of wild- 
wood. In places, it was hard for men to 
pass erect among these limbs, and once 
during the battle General A, R. Wright 
(Rance Wright, the soldiers called him,) 
was caught by the hair and jerked from 
his horse by these limbs. Genera] Wright 
wore his hair long like a lady, but the 
golden curls did not impress one with a 
timidity in keeping with female character 
as the battle raged—as a lion he moved and 
his golden curls shook like a lion’s mane— 
but he came near being hung like Absolem 
in these pines at Chancellorsville. This 
Section was once a mining region, and the 
old mines were yet there, and furnished 
shelter at times to whichever side chanced 
to have them. Just a few old deserted houses 
Stood here and there scattered through this 
great wilderness, and it was just such a 
place as the poor refugees of that period 
felt themselves secure in from the terrors 
of war, which had so overrun the grand 
“old dominion.” 

It is of one of these “refugeed"’ families 
I wish to tell you, and of the heroism of 
& Sweet little girl of that poor family. In 
One of these old deserted houses a g£00d 
mother with three little children had taken 
up her abode, and they were happy in the 
thought that at last they had found a 
place to rest in peace from the terrors 
which had followed them and pressed them 
from a happy home in the valley beyond 
the Blue Ridge. Never did they dream 
that an army would enter this great wil- 
derness; but in this they were mistaken, 
for twice did two great armies struggle 
there.

It was some four miles 
to the mill, making it quite a job for this 
delicate mother, who had been reared with 
the instincts associated with the refine- 
ments of the “‘old Virginia home,”’ to travel 
there and back with her load of grinding 
in one day.

It was Westall, weary, bedevilled, unfor- 
tunate and muchly-arrested Westall, and 
he was making a feeple protest against his 
frequent incarcerations. He seemed in the 
best of nature when he spoke, but there 
was something about his general appear- 
ance that was touchingly pathetic. The 
young fellow seemed utterly worn out and 
undone by the course of arrests that he 
has suffered recently, and his hands went 
to his head in a weak-minded fashion as he 
spoke.

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‘A POLIGEMAN’S GUN. 


It Fired the Ball That Hit Patrolman 
Barrett. 


IT CAUSED A SENSATIONAL REPORT 


But Was Quickly and Satis‘actorily Ex- 
plained—Lacewell Taiks Again. 
Barrett May Die. 


Yesterday developed some rather sensa- 
tional stories in connection with the shoot- 
ing of Patrolman Tom lBbarrett. 

One of those was that the p‘stol which 
Barrett was shot was the property of an- 
other policeman and was loaned to Lace- 
well for the purpose. The report was talk- 
ed about in police circles, and yesterday 
afternoon Chief Connolly traced it to the 
bottom. 

The basis of this report was that the pis- 
to? was really the property of Patrolman 
Alderman, but instead of being loaned to 
Lacewell by that officer was given him for 
trial with a view to purchasing it. It 
turned out that Lacewell tried it on Patrol- 
man Barrett, and just how satisfactory the 
trial was to him he has not yet reported 
io Patrolman Alderman. 

The pistol is a hammerless one, and was 
bought by Patrolman Alderman from Chief 
Connolly at the “old hoss’”’ sale at police 
headquarters two weeks ago. <A few days 
later Alderman let Lacewell have it for 
trial, as the young man wanted to pur- 
chase a gun. Up to the time the shooting 
occurred Alderman has not heard Lacewell’s 
decision about the pistol. 

Yesterday afternoon he was questioned 
about the matter by Chief Connolly. 

“| don’t Know whether he did the shooting 
with the pistol l let him have or not,’’ said 
Aiderman, “‘l did let him have one a few 
Gays ago.” 

Hie was shown the pistol and immediately 
recognized it as his. His statement ex- 
pioded the report that had got into circula- 
tion that the pistol had been loaned Lace- 
well to defend himself against Barrett by 
a policeman. <Alderman’s statement, which 
Was thoroughly salisfactory, was borne out 
by Laceweil. but Alderman is out one 
pistol, 

Another story of why the shooting oc- 
curred was one given rise to by Lacewell’sS 
Statement made yesterday, that barrett 
had told him that the reason he Was intgr- 
fering Wednesday was becuuse ne was jeal- 
vus of Mrs. Karwisch. 

“The man that intimates that is a lar,”’ 
said Lacewell last night. “Il made my re- 
port to Chief Connolly tor the reason that 
I had lost my position, and | thought tne 
truth ought to be Known. There was not 
a spark of malicein whatlI did. 1 felt that 
I had been treated wrongs. When Barrett 
left the store, about l:lo o’clock, he went 
home to get his citizen’s suit, and after that 
he was to come back and go with Mrs, 
inarwisch to the baseball game. After the 
ball game they were going to East Lake. 
I haa left the store when he came back 
ana some one told me that he said I had 
best not come back up there. Then I 
thought it all ought to be broyght out and 
I went down to Chief Connoliy’s office. 

‘“‘I was not mad with Mr. Barrett. 1 had 
thought before that he was my friend. I 
had worked for him and he got me the 
job I had with Mr. Karwisch. Mr. Barrett 
WAS at the store nearly every day. He was 
there Wednesdays and Fridays particularly 
and would drink beer in the store. 

“Il made a statement to Mr. Karwisch 
yesterday of everything that occurred at 
tue store Wednesday while he was at Tal- 
lulah, at the picnic. Il am a peaceable 
man and do not want to cause trouble, but 
l always stick to what I say.” 

Lacewell is quite the coolest man that 
was ever locked up at police headquarters 
On a charge that threatened to result as 
Seriously as the case against him. Yes- 
terday he was allowed the freedom of the 
inside corridor, and sat in the hallway. He 
has never exhibited the first sign of nefvous- 
ness. He says Re has not been exc.ted 
Since the first sign of trouble and will not 
be. Although he is the perfect picture of 
health, Lacewell said he had been sick for 
three or four days and had eaten but three 
meals in that time. It was suggested to 
him that he did not look like a sick man, 
and he said: 

“Oh, no, I never show sickness. I hardly 
ever show what I feel in my appearance,” 

It was regarded yesterday as extremely 
probably that Barrett would die from his 
wound. Yesterday morning he was uncon- 
Scious, and for a time delirious. 

The great fear of his physicians is that 
inflammation will ensne. In that case death 
would be almost certain to follow. The ball 
in his neck, which has not yet been taken 
out, is lodged near the jugular vein. and 
the effect of severe inflammation may read- 
ily be guessed. Barrett was very pepular 
with the members of the police department, 
especially of the mounted force, and they 
were very sol.citous concerning him yester- 
day. ; :

WASHINGTON WORKERS
